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REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  MEETING 

March  12,  1968 

At  a  legal  meeting  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of 
Brentwood  in  the  County  of  Rockingham  in  said  State 
of  New  Hampshire,  qualified  to  vote  in  Town  affairs, 
held  on  the  twelfth  day  of  March  at  the  Swasey  Central 
School  the  following  business  was  transacted : 

Moderator  William  Vahey  declared  the  meeting  open 
at  10:00  a.m.  and  proceeded  to  read  the  Town  Warrant. 

Ilgonis  Abers  made  a  motion  which  was  duly  second- 
ed that  the  polls  remain  open  until  7:00  p.m.  and  that 
the  ballots  for  Articles  11,  12  and  13  be  passed  out  by  the 
ballot  clerks  with  the  town  officer  ballots.  Passed  by 
voice  vote. 

Lloyd  Tibbetts  made  an  amendment  that  the  business 
meeting  be  postponed  until  a  later  date.  Amendment 
duly  seconded  and  passed. 

Norman  Smith  made  a  motion  that  the  business 
meeting  to  be  held  on  March  19  at  8  :00  p.m.

A  motion  to  pass  over  Article  2  until  Articles  3 
through  10  and  14  were  acted  upon  was  made  by  Francis 
Thorsell  and  duly  seconded.

ARTICLE  3 :  A  motion  was  made  and  duly  seconded 
that  the  town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$442.98  for  Town  Road  Aid.  Passed  by  voice  vote. 

ARTICLE  4 :  A  motion  was  made  and  duly  seconded 
that  the  town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$2,000.00  to  add  to  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  a 
new  fire  truck.  Passed  by  voice  vote.

Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen,  Citizens  of  Brentwood: 

It  is  my  pleasure  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year 
1968. 

This  past  year,  as  required  by  law,  the  department 
has  added  a  matron,  Bette  Southwick,  to  the  depart- 
ment. She  along  with  the  other  officers  has  attended  and 
graduated  from  the  Rockingham  County  Police  Acad- 
emy. This  now  brings  the  number  to  eight  that  have 
completed  the  Police  Training  Course. 

A  total  of  362  calls  with  1,054  man  hours  were  made 
during  the  year.

Again  as  in  the  past,  it  has  been  our  pleasure  to  work 
with  the  Little  League  raising  funds  to  keep  this  Little 
League  one  of  the  best  in  the  State.

March  2,  1968 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  8:30  p.m.  by  the 
Moderator  who  proceeded  to  read  the  warrant.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

To  the  Citizens  of  Brentwood: 

As  our  educational  system  becomes  more  and  more 
complex  it  becomes  increasingly  more  difficult  to  write 
a  comprehensive  annual  school  report.  A  worthy  discus- 
sion of  any  one  of  its  numerous  issues  would  make  it 
much  too  lengthy  and  involved.  Therefore,  I  have  chosen 
to  comment  on  only  those  issues  which  seem  to  be  of 
immediate  concern  to  the  citizens  of  Brentwood. 

A  major  problem  here,  as  well  as  throughout  the  en- 
tire state  of  New  Hampshire,  is  that  of  teachers'  sala- 
ries. The  traditionally  non-militant  New  Hampshire 
Education  Association  and  the  National  Education  As- 
sociation have  assumed  a  new  role  and  are  now  provid- 
ing the  leadership  to  any  and  all  local  teachers  groups 
in  an  attempt  to  substantially  up-grade  teachers'  sala- 
ries, even  to  the  extent  of  initiating  a  "Sanctions  Alert" 
in  New  Hampshire. 

Realizing  that  Brentwood  cannot  afford  to  keep  pace 
with  some  of  the  larger  more  wealthy  communities  in 
the  area  the  school  board  has  offered  all  degree  teachers 
in  Brentwood  a  starting  salary  of  $5,700  next  year.  To 
some  citizens  this  may  seem  astronomical,  however, 
your  school  board  knows  that  Brentwood  must  begin 
such  an  up-dating  program  if  it  is  to  attract  and  retain 
competent  teachers.  The  vast  majority  of  communities 
in  New  Hampshire  will  be  starting  their  teachers  at  ap- 
proximately $5,900  to  $6,000  next  September. 

In  the  area  of  Federal  Aid  programs,  Assistant 
Superintendent  Frank  Games  has  informed  me  that  our 
federally-aided  programs  may  be  in  for  some  changes. 
He  states : 

"Last  year  the  title  programs  were  mentioned  as  a 
permanent  part  of  Federal  support  to  our  education. 
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However,  we  are  faced  with  a  dilemma  when  we  are 
planning  our  projects  in  the  various  districts.  The 
amount  depends  on  the  appropriations  made  by  Con- 
gress and  they  do  not  always  consider  local  priorities. 
For  example,  we  received  $5,300  in  1966-67  under  Title 
II  for  classroom  materials  and  library  books.  This  year 
we  are  limited  to  $2,069  and  yet  our  needs  in  this  area 
have  expanded  in  trying  to  meet  the  individual  differ- 
ences. Our  Title  I  program,  with  remedial  reading  teach- 
ers in  all  elementary  school  districts,  has  been  allotted 
a  sum  of  $15,812  for  the  school  year  1968-69,  which  is 
$2,700  less  than  in  1967-68.  Yet  a  paradox  is  evident  in 
the  fact  that  new  title  proposals  have  emerged  in  bi- 
lingual education,  special  projects  for  handicapped 
youngsters,  grants  for  teachers  to  study  in  special  edu- 
cation, and  Title  III  innovative  practices  to  develop  pilot 
programs. 

What  a  change  in  administration  in  Washington  will 
do  is  yet  to  be  finalized.  A  flood  of  new  forms  and  cri- 
teria can  be  expected  as  a  minimum  transitional  adjust- 
ment to  the  new  party  in  power.  At  present  we  have 
helped  to  plan  a  substantial  Title  III  project  in  pre- 
school improvement  of  school  readiness.  Dr.  Earl  Good- 
man in  the  Department  of  Home  Economics  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  New  Hampshire  has  drafted  the  proposal  for 
the  state  ESEA  committee  to  consider  during  March  of 
1969.  This  could  be  of  vital  concern  to  all  our  school  dis- 
tricts beginning  with  Newmarket  and  Epping. 

The  State  Department  of  Education  is  making  an 
examination  of  elementary  school  standards.  The  re- 
sults will  establish  recommendations  for  all  the  towns 
and  cities  of  New  Hampshire.  The  criteria  will  take  final 
form  in  the  foreseeable  future.  It  is  our  hope  that  we 
will  be  among  the  accredited  school  districts  when  the 
evaluation  program  is  available  for  our  consideration. 
The  principals  are  making  a  determined  effort  to  pro- 
vide the  leadership  we  need  for  quality  instruction  in  all 
areas  of  the  curriculum." 
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In  conclusion  it  might  be  appropriate  to  comment 
upon  the  tremendous  growth  we  are  experiencing  in  our 
Supervisory  Union  No.  14.  Our  total  enrollment  now  is 
approximately  2,600  pupils  this  year.  Sanborn  Regional 
(Kingston-Newton)  leads  the  way  with  1,252;  New- 
market has  516,  Epping  512,  Brentwood  145,  and  Fre- 
mont 135.  Our  transportation  system  is  enormous  with 
school  buses  transporting  1,900  children  and  covering 
well  over  1,200  miles  per  day.  School  lunch  programs  are 
maintained  in  five  of  our  schools  with  approximately 
850  pupils  participating  in  this  program  each  day. 

The  operation  of  such  a  large  and  dynamic  organiza- 
tion requires  the  services  of  more  than  150  teachers,  in 
addition  to  a  countless  number  of  non-professionals  such 
as  secretaries,  custodians,  school  lunch  workers,  bus 
drivers,  etc. 

The  total  1968-69  operational  budget  for  this  unit  is 
$1,963,273  —  a  sizeable  business  in  any  man's  language.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  NURSE 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  and  the  School  Board 
of  Brentwood: 

I  respectfully  submit  the  following  report  of  the 
school  Health  Program  at  Swasey  Central  School  for  the 
Fall  Term  —  September  thru  December  1968. 

The  school  health  program  refers  to  all  aspects  of 
the  program  that  affects  the  health  of  the  school  popu- 
lation. It  is  usually  considered  to  include  three  main 
categories:  (1)  health  services,  (2)  health  education, 
and  (3)  healthful  school  living.  Health  services  would 
be  that  part  of  the  program  which  includes  screening 
for  vision,  hearing,  dental  and  other  defects.  Also  includ- 
ed are  health  examinations  by  school  physicians  and 
the  follow-up  of  these  exams  by  the  nurse  assisting 
in  plans  for  the  correction  of  defects.  Control  of  com- 
municable diseases  and  emergency  care  of  the  sick  and 
injured  are  a  part  of  the  health  services. 

School  health  education  is  that  part  of  the  program 
which  provides  teaching  and  learning  experiences  and 
activities  for  the  purpose  of  favorably  influencing  know- 
ledge, habits  attitude  and  conduct  pertaining  to  individ- 
ual and  group  health.  The  school  nurse  is  available  as  a 
resource  person  to  assist  the  teachers  in  the  use  of 
health  materials,  to  assist  in  the  planning  and  organi- 
zation of  health  education  classes  and  to  provide  individ- 
ual health  guidance  as  well  as  teaching  some  units. 

Healthful  school  living  is  a  term  used  to  describe  the 
school  environment.  It  includes  such  factors  as  the  emo- 
tional climate  of  the  school  and  its  effects  upon  mental 
health  of  the  pupils.  It  is  also  concerned  with  drinking 
fountains,  washing  facilities,  prevention  of  accidents 
and  safety  on  the  playground. 
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Routine  procedures  carried  out  throughout  the  fall 
include  the  following: 

All  pupils  in  all  grades  were  weighed,  measured  and 
have  had  vision  and  hearing  tests.  Inspection  of  teeth, 
hair,  posture  and  general  cleanliness  were  done  on  all 
pupils.  Five  visual  defects  were  found  and  referred. 
Three  hearing  problems  were  found  and  referred.  Health 
records  for  all  pupils  were  reviewed  and  immunization 
records  updated. 

Forty  nine  Tuberculin  tests  were  administered  to 
pupils  and  school  personnel. 

Three  speech  defects  were  found  and  one  referred 
for  further  evaluation  to  the  Speech  Clinic  under  the 
direction  of  the  Portsmouth  Rehabilitation  Center. 

A  Dental  Clinic  was  established  with  Dr.  Pollock's 
office  in  Exeter  beginning  in  December  and  continuing 
into  the  first  of  the  year.  Six  children  were  seen  in  De- 
cember. A  dental  hygienist  from  N.H.  State  Dental  As- 
sociation visited  each  classroom  showing  films  and  dis- 
cussing personal  dental  hygiene. 

A  health  Club  was  originated  for  grades  four 
through  six.  Representatives  from  each  class  met  once 
a  week  with  the  nurse  for  health  teaching.  The  repre- 
sentatives, in  turn,  presented  this  material  to  their  class 
with  prepared  resources  and  activities  from  the  nurse 
available  to  the  teachers  to  be  used  during  the  pupil's 
presentation. 

Every  week  class  discussions  are  held  with  grade 
three  pupils  concerning  health  habits  and  practices. 
(Grade  two  has  an  excellent  health  course  presented  by 
their  teacher.) 

At  a  Teacher's  Meeting  early  in  the  fall  first  aid  pro- 
cedures and  policies  were  discussed  and  the  Brookline 
School  Health  Manual  of  first  aid  procedures  reviewed. 
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Films  on  accident  prevention  and  mouth  to  mouth  re- 
suscitation have  also  been  shown. 

The  administration  of  first  aid  to  students  may  take 
up  a  great  deal  of  time  during  a  school  day.  A  total  of 
136  first  aid  procedures  were  administered  by  me  during 
two  mornings  a  week  for  these  four  months. 

A  total  of  21  home  contacts,  6  home  visits,  68  teach- 
er consultations  and  33  professional  consultations  were 
also  held  during  these  fall  months. 

I  wish  to  thank  everyone  for  their  kind  assistance 
and  cooperation  in  our  strivings  to  continue  and  improve 
the  school  Health  Program.

DANGER  FROM  FIRES  IN  WOODLANDS 

WHAT  IS  "WOODLAND"? 

The  term  "woodland"  is  defined  by  law  to  include  "cut-over 
land,  slash  and  such  other  land  as  bears  a  sufficient  amount  of 
wood  growth,  wood,  weeds,  grass  or  other  growth  as  to  be  likely 
to  be  burned  over. 

IT  IS  UNLAWFUL  TO 

Burn  brush,  rubbish,  grass  or  other  materials  when  the  ground 
is  not  covered  with  snow,  without  written  permission  from  the 
Forest  Fire  Warden. 

Throw  down  lighted  matches,  cigarettes,  or  other  burning  sub- 
stances from  vehicles  or  otherwise. 

Kindle  a  camp  or  cooking  fire  on  land  of  another  without  writ- 
ten permission  from  the  owner  or  his  agent  and  verbal  permis- 
sion from  the  Forest  Fire  Warden. 

Leave  an  open  fire  burning  unattended. 

Fail  to  report  a  forest  or  brush  fire  that  is  out  of  control. 

VIOLATORS  ARE  SUBJECT  TO  THESE  PENALTIES 

Anyone  letting  a  fire  escape  from  control,  whether  or  not  he 
has  a  permit  to  kindle  the  fire,  is  liable  for  the  costs  of  extinguish- 
ing the  fire. 

Anyone  found  guilty  of  dropping  inflammable  material  in  or 
near  woodland  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  $25.00. 

A  person  failing  to  report  an  uncontrolled  brush  or  forest  fire 
is  liable  to  a  fine  of  not  more  than  $10. 

For  kindling  a  fire  in  woodland  of  another  without  permission 
of  the  owner,  or  for  kindling  any  fire  without  a  permit  when  a 
permit  is  required,  a  person  may  be  fined  not  more  than  $200,  or 
imprisoned  60  days. 

DAMAGES 

Every  person  who  shall  set  fire  on  any  land,  that  shall  run 
upon  the  land  of  another,  shall  be  liable  to  the  owner  for  all 
damages  done  by  such  fire. 

BE  SURE  — GET  A  PERMIT 

Incinerators  should  be  tight,  with  a  close  mesh  screen  cover, 
and  be  on  clean  ground. 

Have  incinerators  inspected  by  the  Forest  Fire  Warden  and 
get  his  written  permit. 

Burning  with  permit  restricted  to  prior  to  9:00  a.m.  and  after 
5:00  p.m.  except  when  raining. 

PRECAUTIONS 

Always  clean  a  space  about  any  open  fire  to  prevent  its  spread. 
Never  burn  in  dry,  windy  weather. 

Burn  preferably  late  in  the  day  and  check  your  fires  the  next 
day. 

In  times  of  high  fire  danger,  all  permits  will  be  cancelled.
